PENNA. FREE RIFLE CHAMPIONSHIP 


The Pennsylvania State Free Rifle 
Champicnship was fired on the range of 
the Murrysville Rifle Club on September 
24th and 25th.

THE RIGHT TO BEAR ARMS 
By Carl Bakal 


McGraw-Hill $6.95

Undoubtedly author and publisher alik 
hope for the notoriety, and sales, achieve 
by such recent works as Silent Spring and 
Unsafe at Any Speed. However, the book 
lacks both Miss Carson’s gentle prose style 
and Mr. Nadar’s crisp research. 

Mr. Bakal’s research is haphazard and 
unimaginative, and in many cases has no 
basis in fact. 

He states, “the National Rifle Associa- 
tion is supported by manufacturers.” He 
states that “there is no transfer of skill in 
use of one firearm to another.” He reports 
that, “a person saw a stream of pellets 
streaming through his living room floor.” 


On either count, as a researcher or gun 
expert, Bakal flounders. 


To quote just a bit of the Time mag- 
azine review of the book which goes like 
this: 

“Off Target.” Like many polemics, 
Bakal’s book is weakened by intemperate 
tone, Sunday supplement style, exaggera- 
tions and errors. It is obviously not true 
that guns are made only to put a_ bullet 
through a living body, in order to kill. 
Most ammunition sold in the United States 
each year is shot up by skeet and _ trap 
shooters, rifle match enthusiasts and wood- 
plunkers, gunmen no more bloodthirsty than 
golfers or bowlers.” 


None the less, “The Right To Bear 
Arms” goes into the subject of firearms 
control and thus constitutes another go- 
round on an issue of public interest. There 
are many instances of the abuse of firearms 
chronicled, but just where a feasible rem- 
edy lies the author fails to make clear, 
The book reflects an impressive volume of 
research but teeters throughout. On. the 
one hand, there is a psychological examina- 
tion of the people who use guns and, on the 
other, a discussion of how and why more 
stringent firearms controls ought to be in- 
stituted. To the eyes of the average read- 
er, and one who, like all Americans, was 
shocked by the assassination of NRA mem- 
ber President Kennedy, the book fails to 
convincingly resolve doubt on either point. 
What has evolved are really two books in 
one with no clear line drawn between the 
two. 


The author’s main target, the National 
Rifle Association comes in for some pot shots 
but here, as elsewhere, the evidence fails to 
support the writer’s obvious ire. It would 
have been far better had the author chosen 
his weapon more carefully: 
shotgun.

A NATIONAL ORGANIZATION-SPONSORED COMPETITIVE 


SHOOTING PROGRAM 


The Directors of the National Bench 
Rest Shooters Association, Inc., at their an- 
nual meeting last August, adopted and ap- 
proved a national competitive shooting pro- 
gram which is restricted to the use of prac- 
tical big game hunting rifles. The organ- 
ization and materials (targets, tournament 
forms, etc.) necessary to implement this new 
program are expected to be available for 
the start of the 1967 Spring shooting season. 
The rules and requirements for this com- 
petitive shooting program are printed in the 
Bench Rest section of this issue—to provide 
early information for potentially interested 
shooters. 


The “purposes” of this program are 
sound and clearly stated. Commenting on 
them by the letter designation: a) here- 
tofore there has not been any uniform or- 
ganized competitive shooting program in 
which rifle shooters could participate with 
the hunting rifles they own and use and 
have even a hope of success, satisfaction 
or real pleasure. This Hunter Rifle pro- 
gram offers these people the opportunity to 
participate in competition with a reasonable 
expectation of pleasure, satisfaction and de- 
gree of success. 


b) Participating in competitive shoot- 
ing events and observing and discussing the 
equipment and practices of other shooters 
can provide the incentive and means for im- 
proving the accuracy of one’s rifle and am- 
munition. The rules adopted provide a 
very considerable latitude in this respect. 


c) Participation in competitive target 
shooting can accomplish these purposes. 


The rules adopted will not completely 
satisfy everyone—that is to be expected. 
However, in this writer's opinion they are 
simple, practical and fair and should be 
given a fair trial before being criticized too 
harshly. It can be presumed that the 
NBRSA Directors will not make changes in 
the rules until they are convinced of a 
general desirability or necessity. 


The competitor classification system 
adopted provides equalization of competi- 
tive opportunity, based on equipment used 
and shooter proficiency. The provisions for 
both raising and lowering classifications in 
accordance with demonstrated performance 
in approved tournaments appears to be 
both flexible and fair. Official up-to-date, 
easily identified classification cards permit 
shooters to participate in any approved tour- 
nament, anywhere, in their proper class. 


The bulls-eyes of the official targets 


will permit accurate center aiming with the 


relatively low power telescope sights per- 
mitted by the rules. Shooting only one 
shot on each of the five record bulls on the 
‘target will permit convenient and accurate 
scoring. Five-shot matches seem desirable 
for the type of rifles permitted, and elimi- 
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nate tedious waits between individual 
matches even when more than two relays 
may be necessary. Most ammo reloading 
riflemen, who are the logical potential com- 
petitors in this shooting program, do their 
load testing and informal target shooting 
from some type of rest, usually a bench of 
some sort, so the bench rest position is not 
an unfamiliar position to them. 


Range facilities and tournament spon- 
soring organizations are a prime require- 
The 
Hunter Rifle course of fire and match oper- 
ation methods permit conducting approved 
tournaments on very simple range facilities. 
Presently active shooting clubs can adapt 
their rifle ranges for Hunter Rifle shooting 
with very little work or expense. Many 
clubs already have shooting benches for the 
informal use of their members. If they do 
not already have them, satisfactory perma- 
nently installed benches need not be very 
expensive or difficult to construct. Satis- 
factory benches which may be rather easily 
moved onto and off existing firing lines may 
be used and are in use on some ranges. 


ment for any target shooting program. 


While it is not definitely so stated in 
the rules as presently published, I believe 
the official Hunter Rifle targets are designed 
for 100 yard shooting and I suspect that 100 
yards is the range at which the matches are 
to be fired. If this may be correct, it is an- 
other favorable factor for the promotion of 
this program. 


This writer is fully convinced that this 
NBRSA program for target shooting with 
practical hunting rifles has a huge potential 
for promoting the growth of competitive and 
recreational target shooting. However, the 
program will not “just grow of itself.” It 
will require much time and effort by many 
people to promote it and help get it under 
way. IT IS a NBRSA program and we 
hope that a goodly number of NBRSA 
members will accept a responsibility to ac- 
tively and energetically promote it. How- 
ever, shooting people who are not presently 
NBRSA members, but who feel the Hunter 
Rifle program is a desirable one, may, and 
we hope will, assist in promoting it. 


It should be kept in mind by everyone 
that Hunter Rifle IS NOT “just another 
shooting program.” THAT IT IS espec- 
ially designed to serve a huge number of 
active riflemen who have not heretofore 
had available to them a nationally organ- 
ized shooting program in which they could 
participate with the rifles they already own 
and use. If it can be successfully promoted, 
and we think it can be, it will be a big step 
forward in assisting the shooting sports to 
attain the public prestige to which they 
should be entitled.

Range Master is in charge of shoot 
and with the referees will rule on all 
matters of the shoot and their deci- 
sion is final. They have authority 
to disqualify a shooter for cause, or 
if his rifle or equipment is not 
within the rules. 

Any change in the program must be 
posted in advance of the relay. 
Scores will be posted and thirty (30) 
minutes allowed for protest. 

Safety rules of the NBRSA and the 
NRA and the host club will apply. 
No shooter will be at a bench or 
handling a gun while anyone is in 
front of the firing line.

Raising of classification: Any com- 
petitor who fires (scores) in a high- 
er class in one tournament will be 
reclassified at the end of the tour- 
nament.

DATES IN EASTERN REGION 
Eastern Region members present at the 

Eastern Region Championship matches at 

Council Cup Rifle Range, Wapwallopen, 

Pa. held a meeting the evening of Septem- 

ber 17th to decide upon and set dates for 

holding the National Varmint and Sporter 

Championship matches in 1967 and the Na- 

tional Bench Rest Rifle Championships in 

1968. The decision is for dates only—the 

location for the shoots will be decided at 

Eastern Region Winter Meetings. 

The NATIONAL VARMINT AND 
SPORTER CHAMPIONSHIPS in 1967 will 
be held during the week before Labor Day. 
If it is a four day tournament it will be 
held on Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday. If it is a three day tournament it 
will be fired on Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday. 

The 1968 NATIONAL BENCH REST 
RIFLE CHAMPIONSHIPS, which are to be 
held in the Eastern Region, will also be the 
week before Labor Day. The matches will 
be fired on the four days Tuesday, Wednes- 
day, Thursday and Friday. 

The thinking on setting the mid-week 
dates for shooting was that it could permit 
competitors from all areas of the country to 
attend the shoots with a loss on no more 
than one full week of work time.
